Lonpon, Jan. 1.—The following letters 
from prominent Irish landlords, giving their 
opinions of the present land movement, of Par- 
nell’s agitation, and of the best methods to be 
undertaken in future for Ireland’s weal. Sir 
Charles James Knox Gore, Bart., has 30,000 acres, 
and receives an annual rental of about £11,000. 
— HE WRITES AS FOLLOWS: 

“ BELLECK MANOR, BALLINA.—The object of 
your inquiry commends itself to us all, implying 
as it does the desire of your coun en to con- 


No 
one will spend his money, and many will refuse 
to live in a country where a feeling of in- 
security prevails, and an excitable mul- 


ing tyrant who is desirous.of extirpating 
them off the face of the earth. Isolated in- 
stances of oppression are made much of; but 
what about a thousand acts of kindness, for- 
bearance, and consideration? The advance of 
valuation is stated to be the true value of the 
land, valgation made avowedly lower for pur- 
poses of taxation, and based upon prices 
from 80 to 50 or even 100 per cent under prices 
to-day, however. Landlords are saying, and will 
say, more to open the eyes of the unprejudiced 
public as to the true state of affairs, and your 


certainly wish to direct the attention of your 
readers in Amenica. Iam myself importing for 
distribution among my tenants, and shall do all 
that is possible to induce other proprietors to 
follow my example. * 

AS REGARDS THE APPLICATION OF FUNDS 
raised in America or elsewhere for immediate 
relief, I would urge that it should, so far as pos- 
stble,be placed in the hands of local public bodies, 
such as Boards of Guardians, and by them ad- 
ministered as much in kind, and little in cash, as 
convenient. Funds might well and safely be 
placed in the hands of our Commissioner of 
Fisheries, Mr. Brady. He has already done 
much. The money would be applied cither in 
form of loans to enable fishers to obtain 
better boats and gear, or in work for 
the improvement of small harbors or boat 
ports for their benefit, and in the construction 
of which they would earn money when fishing 
was bad. Under existing regulations our public 
bodies are much restricted in giving relief by 
public works, as they are limited to such 
works as appertain to their own particnu- 
lar department, and, furthermore, they find 
difficulty in relieving one class,—say the labor- 
ers,—at e expense of the small rate-payers, 
little themselves removed from pauperism. 
Such is our case here with regard to works of 
relief by individuals. 

“In view of coming distress I, several months 
ago, got together eight or nine of my 
br ‘her proprie and it was then agreed that 
reduction shoul made on the scale of rent 
due, and further, that we should all undertake 
works of relief, provided tenants did their part. 
by evincing an honest determination to meet 
their legal engagements so far as able. I regret 
tohave to add that on some estates they do 
not appear to have done so, uniting sick and 
poor in refusing to pay except on theirown 
terms. Consequently some landlords, somewhat 
naturally, declare they will not burden them 
selves or their properties for such people. I am 
now fortunately circumstanced, and hundreds 
of my people have paid, or are pay- 
ing, so I. hope 1 may not have. 
to resort to extremeties. I have set works going 
in several parts of my property, and, by the 

thus afforded, hope toenable my ten- 
ants to pay their rents and keep themselves 
from want. 

“As regards land tenure in general, about 
which you wish my opinion, it is a question too 
large to be gone into at a moment's notice; but 
I fear the establishment of peasant proprictors 
on a large scale will. not prove the universal 
panacea for Ireland's woes desired by its more en- 
thusiastic advocates.

THE ABOLITION OF LEGAL-TENDER MONEY. 

We print this morning a letter from Mr. 
Horace Rublee, of Wisconsin, in which he 
sustains the proposition to demonetize the 
greenbacks, and also controverts the state- 
ment of Tun Tamer that the presence of a 
volume of legal-tender paper money in En- 
gland, and an immense volume of legal-tend- 
er silver moneyin France, furnish such a 
protection to the gold supply as prevents any 
panic in either of those countries resulting 
from a want of legal-tender or debt-paying 
currency. 

Mr. Rublee vainly seni to * out any 
substantial difference between the legal-tend- 


er bank-note of England and the legal-tend- 
er greenback of the United States. Let us 


see. The greenbacks and the notes of the 
Bank of England are both made legal-tender 
by law. 


and in this difference Mr. Rublee finds some 
extraordinary distinction, Which warrants | 
him in declaring the note of the Bank of 
England to be a “mere gold certificate,” 


while the greenback is something else. This 


view of the case he supports by citing the 


well-known fact that for every note issued by 

the bank beyond a certain sum it must have 
an equal amount of gold, and that there is 
no similar condition attending the greenback | 
notes. Hence they are obnoxious vermin, 
‘and should be exterminated as proposed ad 
Hayes, Sherman, and Bayard. 


A more accurate statement of facts will 


exhibit the weakness and error of this posi- 


tion. 


The average outstanding circulation of the 


Bank of England is about £30,000,000, or, 
computing a pound to be equal to $5 of our 
money, the outstanding sum of bank-notes is 
about $150,000,000, for a population of about 
two-thirds of ours.

now, would be hoarded for debt-paying pur- 
poses by every man having debts to pay. 

Mr. Rublee will find that our explanation 
of how France protects her supply of gold 
was, that it was duplicated by a vast amount 
of legal-tender silver. This silver circulates; 
(though its bullion value is less than gold) 
all over Europe, and is a legal-tender in: 
various other States of Europe. The amount 
of legal-tender silver in circulationin France is 
now $866,000,000,—exceeding the total amount 
of our greenbacks. The presence of this 
amount of Jegal-tender silver is an absolute 
prevention of any rise in gold for currency 
purposes. For every home purpose, and every 
purpose except export, the silver answers 
equally with gold,—just as our greenback 
does in this country. And, for that matter, 
French legal-tender silver passes current 
anywhere in Europe almost at par with gold, 
—the discount not being }¢ per cent, because 
it can be returned to France and exchanged 
for gold. Abolish this fund of.legal-tender 
silver, and make gold the sole stand- 
ard and the sole agent in the pay 
ment of debts, and the gold now in the 
Bank of France would be quickly withdrawn, 
as every man would seek to protect himsel! 
with the only currency in which he could 
pay his debts. So long as tlie people oi 
Frahce have 866, 000 000 of legal-tender 
money—whether silver or paper—in addition 
to gold, there can be no panic or run for 
gold in that country growing out of Wen 
of debt- paying money. 

Ordinarily metallic money is not le 
in large transactions whenever. the paper 
circulation is redeemable in coin on demand, 
In such case the paper represents an equiva 
lent sum of coin. The silver in France, and 
the legal-tender bank-note in England, serve 
as a means of debt-paying, and therefore 
render the employment of gold money un 
necessary for that purpose.

During six days’ mareh the train advanced 
but twenty-two miles; the roads are filled 
with snow and frozen so hard that 
wagons cannot cut through; eighteen of the 
men who started are partially frozen; even 
the mules are giving out; the train has been 
foreed to halt, and Capt. Clifford has returned 
to Fort Rawlins for medica supplies and 
sleds with which to proceed. This single 
circumstance shows how futile it would have 
been to wage war on the Utes at this season, 
or to attempt to secure the Indians who were 
engaged in the White River massacre. 


a peaceful and satisfactory solution of the 


Ute troubles could be reached by a voluntary 


delivery for trial and punishment of the In- 
dians who incited and executed de massacre 
and the outrages on the women, which now 
seem to be admitted. At one time there was 
a fair prospect that Gen. Hatch would suc- 
eeed, with the aid of Ouray, the friendly 
Chief, in bringing this about. Now 
that this hope is abandoned, Gen. 
Hatch has acted properly in refusing 
to receive the surrender of merely 
two or three Indians, who may not even 
have been among the guilty ones, and noth- 
ing has been lost, because the delay was inevi- 
table in any case. Without any intention to 
deceive the Indians, the effect of the nego- 
tiations, which it was in their power to bring 
to a satisfactory termination, has been to turn 
their attention from warlike preparations and 
new outrages, and the result will be that, at 
the first opening of spring, the army will have 
an easier task in the corraling of these wild 
beasts, the apprehension and punishment of 
the murderers, and the removal of the tribes 
to a smaller reservation, where they can be 
kept under better control. 

The negotiations that have already taken 
place will deprive the sentimentalists of every 
reasonable excuse for resisting any longer 
the summary removal of the Utes. It has 
been abundantly demonstrated that these 
treacherous tribes are no longer entitled to 
confidence or sympathy. The Utes have 
refused to surrender for punishment 
the hostile Chiefs who massacre white men 
and ravish white women, and they resorted 
to their usual treachery in order to secure 
delay in making this fact known. They have 
thus forfeited all their riglits under their 
treaty, and there is now no reason why they 
should not be removed upon a new reserya- 
tion further away from civilization, nor why 
the 12,000,000 acres of valuable land they now 
monopolize should not be reclaimed for agri- 
culture and peaceful arts. If the sentiment 
alists continue to deny the right of the 
United States to proceed in this way, they 
will practically take the position that Indians 
should not be punished for murder and rape, 
however heinous these crimes are when 
committed by white men,—a position so re- 
pugnant and ‘indefensible that they will 
Scarcely assume it. On the whole, therefore, 
the executive policy in regard to the Utes, if 
followed up at the right time by vigorous 
‘action, has been wise and will justify the one 
proper course to pursue with regard to the 
Colorado Indians,—viz. : to remove them.

The Czarowitch is not hampered by any 
precedents nor bound by any policy. He is 
not divinely commissioned, nor can he be an 
autocrat until he is clothed with the full 


| power of the throne. Even then it is doubt- 


ful whether he would be. The Czarowitch 
has traveled much and gained many new ideas 
from the civilization of Western Europe. His 
studies and his associations have liberalized 
him, and it is known that he is not averse to 
a constitutional form of government. His 
temperament, his ambitions, and Mis views 
all differ from those of the Czar. He will be 
at liberty to adopt a policy more in conso- 
nance with the spirit of Western civilization. 


Under his regime Orientalism will largely 


disappear, and the Government will unques- 
tionably meet the people at least half-way in 
answering their demands. 

Two great issues lie at the bottom of the 
disaffection which now exists in Russia, and 
which has given birth to Nihilism with all its 
attendant violence and terrorism. The first 
of these is the rebellion against despotism, 
and the demand for popular representation in 
the Government. In dealing with it thus 
far the Government has resorted to 
force and the most rigorous punish- 
ment. It has executed hundreds and 
it has swept thousands into the military 
prisons and the mines of Siberia, where their 
imprisonment has been a living death. if 
the Czarowitch comes into power, the Gov- 
ernment will undoubtedly concede a consti- 
tutional system to the people, and give them 
a voice in the management of internal af- 
fairs, and do this without a violent change 
of policy, as he has no traditionary policy to 
hamper him. The second issue is agrarian 
in character, and very closely resembles the 
Irish troubles, though in this case it is Ire- 
land many times magnified. The agricultural 
population is laboring under infinitly worse 
evils than the Irish. The serfs, although 
emancipated, are still substantially slaves, 
and are crushed to the very earth with their 


burdens, They demand land of the ho- 


bles and landowners, and the right 
to cultivate it and to enjoy the 
fiuits of their labor. How far this will be 


conceded there are no grounds for estimat-. 


ing, but in the matter of representative gov- 
ernment there is little doubt that the acces- 
sion of the Czarowitch will be characterifed 
by some measures to grant the reforin. It 
will involve a radical change in the political 
mechanism, and may be attended with great 
difficulties; but any intelligent effort to grant 
it will appease the people. Whether the 
Czarowitch can carry it out te success re- 
mains to be seen.

WHIT® HOUSE BAST ROOM. 

The East Roofh ia one of the historical places 
at the Capital. It is 120 feetin length, 30 feet 
in ‘hight, and 40 feet in width. It was in this 
room that the hideous carpet which was woven 
in one piece by order of the Sultan of Turkey, 
and presented to Gen. Grant, was laid. It has 
long since been removed, On account of its ex- 
tveme ugliness. This is the carpet which is said 
to have made that jolly tar, Robeson, when a 
member of the Cabinet, sea-sick to walk over it, 
on account of its serpentine stripes.

THE DIPLOMATIO OORPS. 
The Diplomatic Corps is a great social feature 
in Washington. It consists of a few distinguished 
persons, but for the greater part is composed of 
small men and apprentices, who consider Wash- 
ington as the starting-point of their diplomatic 
career. Washington, as a city of diplomatic 
residence, is regarded by European diplomatists 
as a mission of the third class. Bven the petty 
Italian Court has higher rank,—for the reason, 
perhaps, that the Republic of the United States 
of America is regarded as plebeian. But, insig- 
nificant as this body of men is, taken as a whole 
it is a central figure of Washington society, and 
on all state occasions is made conspicuous by its 
tinsels and fummery. One of the chief occupa- 
tions of the corps is to act as a sort of orna- 
mental appendage or a fringe to society. They 
are made particularly conspicuous on New- 
Year’s Day. Sir Edward Thornton, a most esti- 
mable gentleman and very able man, and a real 
republican in sentiment, is the Dean of the 
Corps, and a thorough friend of our Republic. 
The salary-list of the British Government 
shows the relative rank assigned to Washington 
as a diplomatic station by the European Powers. 
The British Minister at Paris receives an annual 
salary of $50,000; at Vienna, $40,000; at Constan- 
tinople, $40,000; at St. urg. $39,000; at 
Berlin, $356,000; at Pekin, ; at Madrid even. 
$27,000; while at Washington Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton is obliged to live on $25,000) anda very con- 
siderable number of allowances. In point of 
grade, the Europeans rank Washington prac- 
tically with the missions to Brazil, to Japan, to 
The Hague, and to Lisbon.

Wall Street vs. The West. 
To the Editer of The Chicago Tribune. 

HuwriIxdrox, Ind., Dec. 27.—During the dark 
and memorable aays of 1864 the Controller of the 
Curreney, in a pamphlet of Instructions and 
Suggestions to the National banks, strongly 
urged, among other things, “the hoarding of 
gold.“ From that day to the present the strug- 
gle on the part of the goldites to appreciate its 
value has never ceased. With coin at 285 the 
“suggestion” fell flat; it may have looked 
panicky to the casual observer, but the know- 
ing ones saw Wall street looming «ap back of 
that edict, as prominegt as a sore thumb, or as 
plain as if its signature was attached instead of 
the Controller s: and the consequence was not a 
single bank in the United States paid the least 
attention to the suggestion.“ 

The idea of a business man of ordinary ca- 
pacity, dealing in money for a livelihood, 
“ pigeon-holing " $6,000 coin interest received on 
$100,000 United States bonds, when he could sell 
it for over $17,000 currency, and invest that sum 
immediately in as good 10 per cent se- 
curities as the world afforded, was ab- 
surd on its face, and very wisely repudiated.

RocuEstTsr, N. Y., Jan, 1.—The suit of the city 
against Vanderbilt, in the matter of the State 
Line Railroad, is attracting considerable atten- 
tion now, in view of the fact that the road has 
no funds to pay January interest, and the inti- 
mation is that Vanderbilt will buy it up, and 
that the city will lose $600,000. When the 
road was projected the city was bond- 
ed for $600,000, and took first- 
mortgage bonds in exchange. By a subsequent 
act of the Legislature’ the bonds were ex- 
changed for paid-up stock in consideration of 
the competition of the road. The road made a 
contract with Taylor, and. paid him part in 
bonds and — in stocks. Taylor sold part of his 
interest to Vanderbilt, and, a — joey ago, Vander- 
of the road. The 
stock offered to the city by the road was re- 
fused on the ground that it was not paid, but 
the road claims that it was in the sense under- 
stood at the time. The city thereupon sued 
Vanderbilt for recovery. At the last annual 
meeting Vanderbilt stock did not vote, and the 
old local officers elected Vanderbilt. It is now 
said he expects to buy Ie the road. The Coun- 
cilhas been strongly advised to withdraw the 
suit, and let well-enough alone, but it refuses. 
The road did a very good business, and the 
reason why it has no funds to pay its January 
interest is, the net earnings have been applied 
on the road. Great quantities of oil are shipped 
over the line, which extends to Salamanca, and 
thence connects with the oil regions. 
The Joint Committee of the Common Council 
and the citizens, uest the Common Council to 
t Mr. Vanderbilt's plan for elevated tracks 
substantially as d upon by him and the 
Joint Committee.

A RATLROAD’S GENEROSITY. 

It is reported on reliable authority that, soon 
after the annual meeting of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in March, there will be an increase in 
the wages of the employes of the corporation, 
from the highest to the lowest. Talking of the 
proposed increase, a prominent official of this 
road stated that at the present time his road is 
doing a very large business, but at exceedingly 
low rates.

SALE OF GOVERNMENT BONDS." 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—The Secretary of. the 
Treasury has issued a circular announcing that 
‘proposals for the sale to the Government of 
$5,000,000 of any of the bonds of the United States, 
of whatever description, and not to exceed the 
rate below stated, will be received at the office of 
the Assistant Treasurer of the United States, 
New York, until noon Wednesday, the 7th inst., 
at which time the bids will be opened and awards 
declared; the bonds thus purchased to be 
applied to the Sinking Fund, as provided 
in Seo.
